OKER'S CHILDREN 
MAY SUR HIS WIDOW 


Litigation to Recover Prop- 
erty, Says Attorney. 


TWO ACTIONS NOW PENDING 


Decision in Appeal of Florida Case, 
Involving $2,000,000, Now 
Being Awaited. 


The children of Richard Croker, 
former Tammany leader, who died Sat- 
urday at his home in Ireland,. do not 
expect to contest his will, as practically 
all his property is believed to bé in the 
Possession of his widow, it was said 
yesterday, but there may be litigation 
to recovér some of the property given 
to her by Mr. Croker before his death. 
Frederick R. Ryan of 61 Broadway, at- 
torney for Richard Croker Jr., said 
theré had been no decision on the latter 
point, but that there was ng legal reasori 
to prevent the c6ntinuation of litigation 
in this State and in Florida. 

Richard Croker Jr. indit¢ated that he 
considered the litigation at an end, -‘ It 
Was never .a question of money,”’ he 
sald. ‘‘ The suits started by hfs chil- 
dren in this country were in an at- 
tempt to put my father in possession of 
his property, which he had transferred 
to ‘a ‘woman he hdd known for only 
three or four weeks at the time he mar- 
ried her. 

*“Wé had no resentment against our 
father and. hoped he would live Jong 
enough to see it our way and resume 
affectionate relations.. We had hoped 
that he would live long enough to clear 
this. matter. up and be friendly.’’ 

Notified of Death by Servant. 


Richard Croker Jr. said none of the 
members of the family had received any 
announcement of his father’s death from 
Mrs. Croker, but that he had Received a 
cable dispatch yesterday afternoon from 
servants on his father’s estate announc- 
ing the latter’s death and stating that 
no funeral arrangements had been made 
at the time the cable dispatch was writ- 
ten. He added that if his father left a 
will it was ‘probably merely to cancel 
any earlier wélls he might have made. 

Mr. Ryan said the litigation over Mr. 
Croker’s Palm Beach property showed 
that Mrs. Croker Sr. was either in sole 
or joint possession of all the property 
that had been owned by the former 
Tammany chieftain. The Florida case, 
which sought to set aside the joint 
ownership of Mrs. Croker in Palm Beach 
waterfront property estimated to be 
worth $2,000,000, came up for argument 
on appeal before the orida Supreme 
Court on April 11, and a decision of 
that court is awaited. 

Mr. Ryan said the children had sought 
to set aside Mr. Croker's disposition of 
this property, on the ground that he 
had been ‘* unduly influenced.” and that, 
while the court had decided against 
them, the present proceeding was to get 
a jury trial. } 


Five Actions Brought by Children. 


‘Five actions have been brought by 
oné or more of the children in this 
State, in addition to the action in For- 
ida,’’ said Mr.. Ryan. ‘‘ They were suc- 
cessful in three of them, one is in proc- 
ess of trial before a referee and the 
fifth has never come to trial. 

“The first action was for the recov- 
ery of $1,600 in Wabash stock, which 
was lost by Mr. Croker Sr., and is now 
on appeal. The second was for the re- 
covery of $40,000 in Westinghouse Elec- 
tric stock, which Mr. Croker delivered 
before the completion of the suit. The 
third action was to set aside the revoca- 
tion by Mr. Croker of tie deed of trust,

_ Doubts Whether Will Was Left. 


Mr. Ryan expressed doubt as to 
whether Mri Croker had left a will, 
“He had nothing left to ‘bequeath,’ he 
said. * 

Asked, if it would be posgible*for the 
children to start an action to take ‘the 
property, at least that in this country, 
from the possession of Mrs. Croker Sr., 
perhaps on the ground of ‘‘ undue influ- 
ence,”” Mr. Ryarr- said this, of course, 
was possible, but that there had » been 
no decision to do so. 

Friends of ‘Mrs. Croker estimated ‘the 
‘probable ‘value of his property, includ- 
ing the Palm Beach property, Glencairn 
Castle and the surrounding 600-acre es- 
tate in Ireland, and securities, all of 
which are believed to be in Mrs. Crok- 
er’s possession, at et $5.000.000.

To him Democratic success and 
the application of Democratic principles 
to governmental affairs tended to pro- 
mote the. happiness of- the people and 
the best interests of the State and city, 

“For sixteen years he was the desig- 
nated leader of the Democracy of this 
county, and showed a high order of ex- 
ecutive efficiency... He was always safe, 
sane.and sensible. While naturally mod- 
est and unassuming, he was courageous 
and resolute, especially when the issue 
was the question of Democratic suprem- 
Me it is needless here, where, he was 
known so well, to dwell upon his charac- 
ter-or-to recount his achievements. Suf- 
fice it to say that he met, with ability 
and integrity, the test that determined 
his fitness for every position of trust he 
held. : 

“Chain of Union” Ordered Formed. 


“When he died a long and serviceable 
eareer was closed and a useful and rep- 
resentative citizen passed out. There- 


fore be it ’ 

‘* Resolved, That we, the members of 
the Society of Tammany or Columbian 
Order, recognize the great loss sus- 
tained by the death of Richard Croker, 


and ,desire to express our esteem and 
sorrow; and be it further ; 

‘’ Resolved, That the foregoing senti- 
ments be spread upon the minutes; that 
the headquarters be appropriately draped 
in mourning, and that the flag be placed 
at half mast; and be it further 

‘* Resolved, That as a particular mark 
of respect to the memory of our la- 
mented brother, the chain of union be 
formed and the society adjourn. me 

The Board of Governors of the Na- 
tional Democratic Club, at a_ special 
meeting at the clubhouse, 617 Fifth 
Avenue, last night, adopted a resolution 
authorizing Charles B. Alexander, the 
club's President, ‘‘ to cable Mrs. Croker 
in the name of his club our deep sorrow 
and sympathy.”’ 

A committee of seven members of the 
club, headed by Thomas F. Smith, Sec- 
retary of Tammany Hal!, was appotnted 
to prepare suitable minutes expressing 
the club’s loss and. to arrange for a 
suitable memorial. Mr. Alexander sent 
the following dispatech to Mrs. Croker: 

‘On behalf of and by direction of the 
members of ‘the National Democratic 
Club, I express their great sorrow at the 
loss of our most beloved member and 
extend to you their deepest. sympathy. 


Sore interesting anecdotes. about 
Richard Croker were told yesterday by 
friends in the National Democratic 
Club. Although accustomed to placing 
wagers on race horses, Mr. Croker was 
averse to card playing for high stakes. 
It was recatled that once when return- 
ing on a train from a Democratic State 
Convention at Buffalo, Mr. Croker was 
repeatedly invited by a prominent New 
York City Democrat, then an $1,800 
loser, to ‘‘ sit in’’ a poker game. Mr, 
Croker finally accepted the invitation 
and asked what were -the stakes. He 
was told that the limit was $50. 
** You’re crazy,’ he said, ‘‘ let's make 
it fiftv cents.”’ 

As Mr. Croker was then the “ boss” 
in every sense, the 50-cent limit con- 
tinued all the way from Syracuse to 
New York to the great disgust of the 
other players, particularly the one.who 
had pressed Mr. Croker to play, and 
who had no opportunity to recoup his 
earlier losses. 


Croker’s Favorite Cartoon. 
Another anecdote congerned Mr. Croke 
er’s action

One of Mr. Croker’s favorite forms 
of.enjoyment was in eluding newspaper 
reporters. Once when he returned from 
Europe, after he had left Lewis Nixon 
in the leadership, Mr. Croker eluded 
the reporters and passed three days on 
Mr. Nixon’s houseboat in the bay. He 
then went to the Summer home of Ed- 
ward Murphy Jr. of Troy, at Elberon,

LONDON, May 1.—While ‘the passing 
of Richard Croker is dismissed in a few | 
lines «by some. papers, - others -publish 
Obituary notices which consist mostly: of 
biographical detatls of his career. The 
Daily Telegraph has a_two-column 
memoir by T. P.. O'Connor, who: says 
among other things: . 

“He dined with the one; night in the 
House of Commons and I -had. a full 
opportunity ‘of studying him; attd ‘he 
was worth studying.-; 2 What did you 
think of the silent Napoleon?’ asked an 
American who was aiso present. He was 
certainly silent. He never spoke 4, word 
throughout, the dinner. _ Wine, did. not 
unloose his tongue, for he ‘drafk nothing 
but ginger beer. His face might have 
beén that of a prize fighter. With grim 
lips tightly pressed together, with heavy 
brow, close cropped béara, W face. im- 
passive, vigilant and self contained: and 
a figure rugged, strong and thickset’ he 
ce nly looked the: part.”’ / : 

Referring to impressions of Croker! on 
other occasions, O’Connor says: * 

‘It was strange to hear this man 
after he had uttered. some phrase that 
struck you as Napoleonic in its vision 
and “its audacity and had given othér 
indications of natural gentus in the gov- 
erning of¢men stray into such phrases 
as ‘thim min,’ the last word in: Irish 
want of grammar and of correct. pro- 
nunciation.’’ at 

The London Times, which publishes a 
column obituary, says that Croker was 
‘‘a man of great native force of char- 
acter, with a rough geniality and kindli- 
ness: which made. him very well. liked 
by many people both in New: York an 
round about his Irish home.’’ . , 

The Morning Post recalls incidentally 
the fact that THE New Yorx Times did 
much to bring to light the evil prac- 
tices of the Tammany gang. 

The Danty Express, eferring to 
na - rhe régime as Tammany boss, says: 

‘*We have no such ‘supreme pontiffs 
of political Jobbery over here. e was 
as autocratic as any Czar, and while he 
was in power every dope den, drinking 
den and other kind of den in New York 
paid him toll. He was a cruel man, 
ruthless to his enemies and kind to nis 
friends, and on occasions charitable. 
“He was completely illiterate, a bitter 
enemy. of Great Britain, and one of the 
richest men in New York, and, for some 
extraordinary reason, he came to. Eng- 
land some years ago and settled down 
as a country gentléman in Berkshire. 
Now he has died in Ireland, and Amer- 
icans who once said that his very ex- 
istence was a blot ona civilized com- 
munity are no doubt compiling his epi- 


taph.’’ 

Pre Daily Express’s Dublin correspon- 
dent tells Englishmen that Croker ‘once 
offered to raise a troop of: Irishmen to 
fight ‘‘ their hereditary enemy."’ 

The Daily Mail’s Dublin correspondent ' 

says: 
‘“* The death of Boss Croker is believed 
to be a loss to the de Valera party, as, 
according to some accounts, he was gen- 
erous in providing funds.”’
